»trat*d daily as the Tokyo gov­ 
ernment proceeds cautiously with 
♦he dangerous task of implement­ 
ing its capitulation to the Allies— 
dangerous because the militarists 
are against it, and 
because 
the 
general public is undergoing a 
terrible shock, having been led 
to believe that Nippon was win­ 
ning the war. 
Now this reverence has nothing 
lo do with Hirohito’s capabilities. 
It would still be there if he were 
a moron. It rests in the fact that 
the people believe they are ruled 
by a divine being—a living God 
They've believed it since 660 B 
C. when, according to legend, the 
first emperor ascended the throne 
The Mikado is the last word in the 
life of the Jap. Actually Hirohito 
has been more or less of a figure­ 
head—but even the greatest and 
most progressive of his subjects 
approach his presence with diffi­ 
dence. 
We see an excellent example of 
the Mikado’s power in the attitude 
of Field Marshal Count Juichi 
Terauchi, Japanese commander in 
southeast Asia. 
Despite Tokyo’s 
capitulation, the count refused to 
surrender to Admiral Lord Louis 
Mountbatten until the 
emperor 
himself 
had 
given 
the word. 
There have been similar cases in 
other fighting zones. 
This is a situation which can’t 
be brushed aside lightly—a fact 
that the Allied leaders recognize. 
Ifs all very well to shout “ hang

Japan. 
Moreover, there are a

Sure, I know that opens up the 
question of worshiping false gods 
—but let’s not go Into that here. 
If the people of Japan want to 
continue the Shinto religion 
we 
can’t stop them 
by 
force. 
We 
can’t stop them by removing their 
emperor, because Shinto is big­ 
ger than he is. 
The late Turkish dictatorship, 
the great Kemal Ataturk, abolish­ 
ed the caliphate in 1924 and kicked 
the Caliph out. 
But that didn’t 
halt 
Mohammedanism. 
Ataturk 
even abolished the fez, which was 
essential to the Mohammedan in 
worship because it had no brim 
and he could prostrate himself till 
his forehead touched the ground. 
Ataturk introduced western hats 
with brims, but the faithful found 
way to beat that.

The beet answer to all this prob­ 
ably Is that if western Ideas and 
ideals are presented to the Jap­ 
anese people in the most favor­ 
able light, we may win them over 
to our wsy of thinking.

According to p«>ctf>r T. L. Hardy 
of England, con*tipation, in prac­ 
tically all case*, is the rc-ult of 
fsulty training. Individual« vary a 
great deal in the number of bowel 
movement« they have «aeh «lay. A 
survey was made of people be- 
tw«-en the ages of 11 and 63 years, 
and it was iound that about one- 
half bad a bowel action once » 
day, two-fifths more than one« » 
da\\ and the remainder less often 
than once a day; yet, all of these 
people wert normal in every way. 
In other words, being con»t»pated 
dee* not depend on the frequency 
of the bowel actjnn. but upon regu­ 
larity and the absence of discom­ 
fort or undue effort. 


Yarioua Changes 


M ary thing«, such a« change of 
occupation, change of climate, sim­ 
ple glandular disturbance's, and 
I ernotionai 
up«et*, mav disturb 
regularity of habit. It has been 
stated that perhaps one of the 
rro*t common causes of constipa­ 
tion is the suppression of the de­ 
sire at various times during the 
day. 
In treating constipation it is 
important that there h« no feeling 
of anxiety because bowel action 
does not occur. Another factor 


which contributes to the develop­ 
ment and maintenance of consti­ 
pation is the wrong use of laxa­ 
tives. In the survey referred to 
above it was found that about one- 
fourth of those studied took laxa­ 
tives twice a week or more often. 
Some people take laxatives be­ 
cause they are afraid they may 
occasionally miss an action of the 
bowels. Then, there are others 
who in gin the habit to k<‘ * 
of a 
symptom, which they think is due 
to constipation, such as headache, 
tiredness or excessive gas in the 
intestines. There are still others 
who *tart the habit because they 
are influenced by advertising or 
m other ways. 


Nervous Disorders 


Tb«re is a certain type of con­ 
stipation which is due to nervous 
disorder*. This is called *past»c 
corvtipatlon. The individual with 
this condition should endeavor to 
overcome the excessive nervous- 
n*««. Strain, both emotional and 
physical, should be avoided, and 
the patient should be taught to 
have no anxiety concerning the 
matter of bowel action. 
Diet is helpful in the treatment 
of all kind* of constipation. In 
the type due to nervousness, a 
Hand «iiet should be used, that is, 
one which is free from highly-sea­ 
soned and bulky foods. 
Fevere constipation i* a disorder 
which should be treated under the 
direction of a physician. He will 
decide what type of constipation 
r present and outline the treat­ 
ment which will correct it most 
rjuickly.

Few Changes Made in Staff 
This Year - - Lunches To 
Start in About Month 


Only 
a few last minute minor 
details today remained to be dis­ 
posed of before the opening Sept. 
5 of 
the 15 elementary and high 
schools of the county system, W. 
J. Hilly, the county school super­ 
intendent said, as he laid out a 
comprehensive 
outline 
of facts 
and 
figures 
and plans for the 
Doming months. 
The teaching staff, the superin­ 
tendent 
said, 
is now 
complete 
with 
tile 
exception of that at 
Bloomingburg where several resi­ 
dents of the immediate community 
are expected to be available with­ 
in the next few days and before 
classes go into session. 
The enrollment for the fall term 
expected to top 2.200 slightly, 
with approximately 
2,000 of the 
gupi^ going to and from school 
in busses. 
Of 
the total of 161 individuals 
to Weep the county schools going. 
•0 will be teachers. Of these 5 
gre married, ll are men. mostly 
fuper intendeds, 
principals 
and 
poaches, and 12 unmarried worn- 
Sn. 
Fortp-rihree 
drivers will man 
'fie busses that provide the tram 
po tatio n and 16 will he janitors 
tfcvo of whom are women. 
All 
but one of the schools are 
planning to serve meals just as 
they have in recent 
years. The 
exception is at New Martinsburg. 
The first meals probably will not 
be served 
until a month 
after 
school starts because the contract 
blanks 
for participation 
in the 
federal 
school lunch reimburse­ 
ment program have not yet bern 
received. Most of the schools were 
fete getting started last fall. Pu­ 
pils and teachers alike bring their 
lunches with them until the lunch 
program 
gets under 
way. 
The 
charge for the meals varies from 
IO 
cents 
to 15 cents 
per meal. 
Some of the food in the past has 
been provided 
by school organ - 
rations which stored canned goods 
during the summer and the rest 
was purchased at convenient re­ 
tail markets with reimbursement 
by tile federal government under 
The now awaited contracts. 
The 
teaching 
corps, 
the bus 
drivers, janitors and 13 of the 22 
eooks required 
are now 
under 
contract. Nine more cooks—one 
qach at Conner, Bookwalter and 
Yatesville and two each at Chaf­ 
fin, Eber and Wilson—are yet to 
lit selected. 
All told it will take 
approxi­ 
mately $250,000 
to meet all the 
county school expenses this year.
